It is true that they have enlisted 
the sympathies of. some parliamentary members on behalf 
of the Congress, but those members possess no great influ- 
ence in parliament. No success has yet attended. their 
efforts. It is believed that they are inclined to raise sub- 
scriptions for the relief of the Irish sufferers from the 
failure of the potato crop. If their conduct in this matter 
is influenced by pure feelings of humanity and philanthro- 
py, surely the poor natives have stronger claims on their 
generosity than the Irish sufferers. But if political con- 
siderations are at the bottom, they should remember that

the measure will not serve their purpose. Supposing, for. 
the sake of argument, the Irish are oppressed by English- — 
men, still they will never espouse the cause of natives. | 
And even if they extend a helping hand, their assistance can’ 
lead to no better results than the yearly imprisonment of 
some menof distinction. The Congressionists should bear 
in mind that any attempt. made to make friends with the 
Irish would be considered seditious by Government, and 
consequently would be highly injurious to this country.

The Hindistén (K4lékankar), of the 10th Beteiaiee, is 
English socialists at glad to notice that some English 
—- socialists have arrived at Bombay 
and desire to improve the condition of the poorer classes. 
The socialists have done good work in England, and it is 
to be hoped their efforts will be equally successful in this 
country. Some educated natives have expressed their 
readiness to co-operate with them, and they have first 
directed their attack against the Marwari money-lenders, 
who take very high rates of interest from the people. But 
they should first find out the real causes of the poverty of 
the country before recommending any remedial mensures. 
It is cultivators who are chiefly the victims of Marwaris’ 
extortion. They contribute a large portion of the Govern- 
ment revenues, supply food to all India and also to a portion 
of the English population, and grow cotton which has made 
the Manchester mill-owners so very rich ; but it is to be 
regretted that Government has never made any serious 
efforts to improve their condition. No mere Government 
interference with the Marwaris would mend matters. 
Indeed, if Marwaris ceased to make advances to cultivators, 
the latter would not be able to pay rent and their condition 
would become still worse. The only remedy for the evil 
is the establishment of agricultural banks, which should 
make advances to the agricultural classes at moderate 
interest, say 6 per cent. The condition of workmen and 
labourers, too, is very unsatisfactory, owing to want of 
employment.

American tariff. the late general elections and to the 
changes which that party desires to introduce into the Ame- 
rican tariff for the benefit of the working classes in that 
country, observes that the American Government will 
check wheat exports by the introduction of an export duty. 
If the American wheat trade is stopped, England will - 


depend on this country for its entire wheat supply. In 
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that case prices in this country, which are already very 
high, will rise still further, and consequently the sufferings 
of the poorer classes will increase. Some rich English 
and native merchants who export wheat to England from 
this country might profit by the increase of exports, but 
the condition of the people will become most lamentable 
owing to a further increase in the scarcity of grain. Again, 
the revised American tariff will reduce the import of Man- 
chester cotton goods into the United States, and as Canada, 
though a British colony, taxes all imports, Government 
will take steps to encourage the import of English cotton 
goods into this country, to the ruin of the Bombay cotton 
industry: It is to be hoped that in case the United States 
Government revises its tariff in the way proposed, the 
Government of India will sympathize with natives and 
save them from the misfortunes above referred to. British 
rule has, no doubt, established peace in this country, but 
it has made life a burden.to the people, on account of the 
scarcity of grain. 


The Hindustan (Kalakankar), of the 14th December, 
Viceroy's Legislative states that the welfare of the people 
Council. chiefly depends on the proceedings 
of the Viceroy’s Legislative Council, but regrets that the 
‘European members of the council, including the Viceroy, do 
not know the wants of the people and are not even acquainted 
with their language, and that the native members possess, 
generally, a smattering of Enghsh and consider it their 
priucipal duty to gain the good-will of the Viceroy. What 
can be expected from a council so constituted? The 
British Government and even the Viceroy are not alive to 
the evil and do not know how incompetent the native mem- 
bers are. The Acts passed by the Legislature do not tend 
to promote the best interests of the country, as they should.

But Government séhools and 
colleges have been equally open to Muhammadans and 
Hindtis, and there is no reason to think that the fatter. 
have made greater progress than the former. However, 
if the Musalmdns are really backward, they are themselves 
to blame. They need not view the advancement of the 
Hinds with envy, but should try to make up their defi: 
ciency with the aid of their Hindé brethren, who would 
never grudge it. Sir Sayyid Ahmad Khfn received no 
small aid from Hindd princes and other men in the estab- 
lishment of the Aligarh College. But it is to be regretted 
that some Musalmins have assumed a very hostile attitude 
towards Hindis and oppose every movement which is set. 
on foot by the latter to promote the welfare of all the 
Indian communities. If the Congress agitation were suc- 
cessful, would not the Musalm4ns be as much benefited by 
it as the Hindis? Lately the leader of a small section of 
the Muhammadan community in the west of this country 
has been endeavouring to stir up the religious feelings of the 
Musalmins of Bengal and to make them deadly enemies to 
“ss Hindais. His efforts have already been so far successful 
| that some of them have made representations to Government 
unfavourable to Hindds, and that some Muhammadan news- 
papers, too, have begun to abuse Hinds. The Hindastdn, 
on the authority of the Amrita Bazdr Patrika, gives the 
the substance of en article published in the Sudhdkar, a 
‘Muhammadan newspaper of Calcutta, and condemns the 
article in which religious war is enjoined upon the Musalmans 
against the Hindis as highly seditious, and expresses sur- 
prise that neither Government nor the Anglo-Indian news- 
papers have taken any notice of the article.

The measure deprives native Barristers-at- 
law of their chief source of income and presses severely 
on them, as they do not like to practice before European 
Magistrates, who look down upon them with contempt. 
European Magistrates show great favour to European Bar- 
risters, readily postponing their cases at their request, and 
generally giving decisions in favour of their clients. Hence 
natives should not ruin themselves by sending their sons 
to England at a heavy cost to become Barristers.

The same paper says that some persons are of opinion 
that, with a view to prevent failures 
of justice in mixed criminal cases, 
the law should provide for the trial of each such case by a 
bench composed of a European and a native Magistrate. 
Evidently the men who have made the above suggestion do 
not possess a wide experience of this world. There are few 
native Magistrates who can have the courage to dissent 
from European or even Eurasian Magistrates. But the evil 
might be remedied to some extent by altering the present 
jury system. Each mixed case should be tried by a jury 
consisting equally of European and native jurors, one of 
whom should be nominated by Government. This change 
might give some consolation to natives, but of course they 
‘are quite powerless and must remain silent. They are 
doomed to be convicts and slaves. A European soldier who 
killed a pankah coolie at Delhi has been let off by a Euro- 
pean Judge with a fine of Rs. 20, but native Magistrates 
are accused of dealing with offenders with undue leniency.

Crime in England and 80me statements from the letter of the 
India. London correspondent of the Bengali, 
who compiled them from a return of crime lately published 
as a parliamentary paper at the instance of Mr. McLaren, - 
M. yr. and crime statistics for British India, and observes . 
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that:the statements’ show that in England one person in’ 
every 1,200 inhabitants was guilty of an assault on a scoman, 
while in this country one man in 17,598 persons was con- 
victed: of.an assault on man, woman or child. Although 
women are held in such high respect in England, they are 
neverthless so frequently assaulted by men. Aguin, it appears 
that in this country 14 men in every 2,000 HKuropeans 
were convicted of some offence and imprisoned. These 
figures reflect great credit on the gentleness and forbearance 
of natives. The Hindusténi thinks that the prevalence of 
crime in England is due to the free use of liquorand meat, 
and urges that the Hindd religious associations should 
endeavour to maintain among their countrymen respect for 
their religion which so greatly enjoins temperance.

income tax. which is sucking the blood of the 
poor people, has been universally condemned by news- 
papers, but that there is no hope of its abolition until 
another Lord Ripon comes to this country as Viceroy. It 
isno exaggeration to say that the subordinate officials 
entrusted with the assessment and collection of the tax 
exercise a3 much tyranny and oppression as the police. 
Although annual incomes below Rs. 500 are exempt accord- 
ing to the law, the assessors even tax the shopkeepers 
whose incomes do not exceed Rs. 100 a year, and the tax 
is realised by the sale of their brass pots and other vessels 
used in their kitchens. Evidently no man who possesses 
an income of Rs. 5C0 would allow himself to be disgraced 
in this way. There have been cases in which men who have 
been unable to pay the tax, have been threatened with the 
forcible removal and sale of the outer doors of their houses ; 
and in others the mukhtars and male relatives of female 
defaulters have been confined in the lock-up. Cases of con- 
finement of men, who live from hand to mouth, on account 
of the nonpayment of the tax assessed are of frequent- 
occurrence. The higher authorities are not much to blame, 
‘because they: donot know that such high-handedness is 
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exercised by the over-zealous. subordinate officials, The 


existence of such reprehensible practices is a disgrace to the’ 


civilized and enlightened British Government; and it is 


the duty of the District Magistrates to save the people 
from the oppression to which they are exposed in connection 
with the working of the income tax.
